PARC Modernization Project 


PARC Applied for an ARRL Club Grant. We got $17,800.00 for the PARC 
Modernization Plan. 

The site's construction did not follow a specific design. It was built incrementally as new 
capabilities appeared in the ham community or when a club member assembled 
equipment that gave a specific use. 

Presently it is a compilation of equipment, some obsolete or obsolescent that provides 
VHF/UHF services through PARC's repeaters and those of several organizations we 
host. All this was accomplished by volunteer club members over some 40 years. 

Today the ARRL and many hams have noticed the decrease in the number of licensed 
hams, in ham radio clubs, and a lack of interest by the younger generation in technology 
and ham radio. 

Trying to reverse those trends, the ARRL Foundation granted ARRL $500,000, and 
ARRL created the Club Grant Program to award funding for use by clubs that have a 
plan for modernizing and improving their resources. 

PARC's Board of Directors decided to apply for a grant with the objective of upgrading 
the PARC transceiver site to 21 st . century state of the art ham technology. The grant 
requirements were extensive and complicated. A small group of volunteers named the 
Modernization Team worked for many hours to develop the request and succeeded in 
meeting the grant requirements. We received notification of the award on 12/22/22. The 
grant documentation is shown at the end of this article. 

The Modernization will result a new equipment layout including worldwide web access 
to all the site services. It will have high speed commercial internet access, a distributed 
network for remote control of all the equipment, another tower with a StepPir DB-18 
antenna and Flex 6400 transceiver, a bank of SDR receivers for experimentation, and a 
lab for experimentation. 

The integrated system will bring many new ham radio services to licensed hams 
throughout San Diego County and remote locations. Among then new services: digital 
communications in many modes like C4FM, DMR etc., remote control of a fully 
equipped HF transceiver station that will allow hams to enjoy HF even if they live in 
HOAs, experimentation with new technology like SDR, etc. 

All this will require a lot of work with many skills: ham radio installation, tower 
installation, multiple software, integration of all the software into a distributed worldwide 
web service.
